took  official  action  to  establish  WICHE  in  1951.  The  first 
cooperative,  interstate  programs  under  the  Western  Higher 
Education  Compact  were  begun  in  1953.  This  report 
briefly  highlights  WICHE's  operation  during  1966. 

State  Appropriations 

for  education  are  an  investment  in  human  resources;  no 
other  investment  of  public  funds  pays  higher  dividends. 
There  have  always  been  leaders  in  government,  business, 
and  industry  who  were  aware  that  economic  progress  and 
educated  manpower  are  inescapably  linked,  but  now  this 
view  is  shared  by  most  leading  decision-makers  and  by  a 
vast  majority  of  the  American  public.  The  encouragement 
given  to  our  government  leaders  by  the  American  people 
to  invest  adequately  in  education,  particularly  higher  edu- 
cation, marks  a  most  significant  development  of  the  twenti- 
eth century. 

The  West's  Human  Resources 

differ  from  those  in  other  regions.  Our  population  is  grow- 
ing faster;  it  is  also  younger;  enrollments  in  our  colleges 
and  universities  are  increasing  more  rapidly;  and  more 
western  young  people  are  educated  in  public  institutions 
than  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  These  facts  present  us 
with  both  a  challenge  and  an  opportunity. 

Western  Governors 

and  legislators  in  recent  years  have  given  increased  atten- 
tion to  education  from  the  kindergarten  through  the  gradu- 
ate and  professional  schools.  Education  receives  the  largest 
portion  of  state  revenues,  and  each  year  these  appropria- 
tions became  larger.  Law  makers  are  conscious  of  the 
need  for  quality  in  education  as  well  as  quantity,  and  their 
public  statements  reflect  this  concern. 

A  National  Expert 

on  state  appropriations  for  higher  education,  M.  M.  Cham- 
bers, says  that  American  state  legislatures  "merit  praise 
for    their    recognition    of    the    necessity    of    rapidly    in- 


creasing  tax  support  for  higher  education.  They  also 
understand  the  importance  of  maintaining  wide  spheres  of 
institutional  autonomy  and  individual  freedom  of  choice." 
Recently  he  has  written,  "The  total  panorama  of  state  sup- 
port of  higher  education  continues  to  give  ample  evidence 
that  the  wisdom  of  large  investment  in  education  beyond 
the  high  school  is  more  widely  understood  and  appreciated 
than  hitherto." 

For  the  Fiscal  Year  1966-67 

the  50  states  appropriated  for  operating  expenses  for  higher 
education  more  than  $3.5  billion — an  increase  of  44  percent 
over  1964-65,  and  an  increase  of  132  percent  over  1960- 
61.  Although  most  of  the  western  states  have  made  ad- 
mirable progress  in  terms  of  their  resources,  according  to 
Dr.  Chamber's  figures,  only  2  of  our  13  states  have  ex- 
ceeded the  national  average  in  the  percentage  gain  for  the 
two-year  period,  and  only  3  have  exceeded  the  national 
average  for  the  six-year  period. 


critical  shortage  of  qualified  manpower.  Moreover,  it  can 
provide  those  already  practicing  in  these  fields  with  op- 
portunities for  self-improvement.  In  the  years  ahead,  the 
Commission  will  continue  to  seek  new  patterns  and  new 
techniques  for  sharing  educational  facilities,  faculties,  and 
professional  expertness  among  the  13  western  states.

The  Recent  Elections 

have  introduced  new  faces,  new  talents,  and  new  ideas  into 
western  executive  and  legislative  leadership.  Eight  of  the 
13  governors  are  new  to  their  offices,  and  scores  of  men 
and  women  are  seated  in  western  legislative  halls  for  the 
first  time.  These  law  makers  will  decide  how  much  money 
is  needed,  how  it  is  to  be  raised,  and  how  it  is  to  be  allo- 
cated and  spent.  This  is  not  an  easy  job.  However,  if  the 
West  is  to  maintain  its  economic,  social,  and  cultural  posi- 
tion, the  gains  made  in  the  past  few  years  in  the  financial 
support  of  higher  education  must  not  be  lost.  Moreover, 
if  the  West  is  to  improve  its  present  position,  substantially 
larger  investments  in  higher  education  are  indicated. 

Limited  Funds  and  Resources 

both  physical  and  human,  dictated  the  need  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  WICHE  in  1951.  The  need  is  no  less  great 
today.  Interstate  cooperation  can  provide  western  young 
people  with  more  and  better  opportunities  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  careers  in  fields  of  service  in  which  there  is  a

WICHE's  student  exchange  program  continues  to  grow 
each  year — from  41  students  in  1953  to  545  in  1966. 

Under  this  program,  residents  of  states  without  schools 
of  medicine,  dentistry,  veterinary  medicine,  or  dental 
hygiene  are  able  to  attend  these  professional  schools  in 
other  states  with  special  considerations.  They  pay  only  the 
in-state  tuition  fee  in  public  institutions,  and  they  receive 
a  substantial  tuition  rebate  from  private  schools.  In  re- 
turn, the  home  state  pays  the  receiving  institution  a  "sup- 
port fee"  to  help  pay  for  the  actual  cost  of  the  student's 
education. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  enrollment  for  the  aca- 
demic year,  1966-67  over  1965-66  in  all  four  fields.  There 
are  231  students  in  medicine;  121  in  dentistry;  183  in 
veterinary  medicine;  and  10  in  dental  hygiene,  the  newest 
of  the  programs. 

The  number  of  dollars  invested  by  the  states  has  also 
increased  each  year— from  $70,000  in  1953  to  $884,134 
in  1966. 

At  its  annual  meeting  in  August,  1966,  the  Commission 
voted  to  increase  the  support  fees.  Effective  July  1,  1967, 
the  support  fees  for  new  students  will  be:  medicine,  $3,000; 
dentistry,  $2,400;  veterinary  medicine,  $1,800;  and 
dental  hygiene,  $1,000. 

The  support  fees  for  those  who  were  in  the  program 
prior  to  the  academic  year  1967-68  will  remain  as  follows: 
medicine,  $2,000;  dentistry,  $1,600;  veterinary  medicine, 
$1,200;  and  dental  hygiene,  $1,000. 

All  accredited  western  public  and  private  schools  of- 
fering instruction  in  these  professions  participate  in  the 
program,  a  total  of  24  schools  located  in  7  states. 

All  states  without  schools  of  medicine  and  veterinary 
medicine  participate  in  the  program.  With  one  exception, 
all  states  without  dental  schools  participate. 

Students  in  dental  hygiene,  a  program  added  in  1963, 
were  supported  this  year  by  four  states.

Special  Programs  in  Higher  Education 

The  following  objectives  serve  as  a  basis  for  deter- 
mining program  activities  in  this  area:

b.  improving  financial  and  popular  support  of  higher 
education ; 

c.  improving  college  and  university  staff; 

d.  expanding  access  to  higher  education;    and 

e.  expanding    and    improving   the   substance    and    the 
process  of  learning  in  higher  education. 

During  1966,  WICHE: 
•  sponsored,  in  conjunction  with  the  Center  for  Research 
and  Development  of  Higher  Education  at  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley,  the  Eighth  Annual  Institute  for  Col- 
lege and  University  Self  Study  for  college  administrators 
and  others,  and  published  the  papers  under  the  title  Campus 
and  Capitol:   Higher  Education  and  the  State. 


•  developed  plans  for  the  1967  institute— The  Individual 
and  the  System:   Personalizing  Higher  Education. 

•  explored,  with  national  consultants,  various  program 
possibilities  to  expand  and  improve  junior  college  educa- 
tion in  the  West. 

•  published  and  distributed  widely  a  list  of  courses  of- 
fered on  a  regional  basis  at  57  colleges  and  universities 
participating  in  the  Western  Regional  Collegiate  Program, 
and  continued  efforts  to  find  ways  to  make  the  program 
more  effective  on  the  basis  of  1966  experiences. 

•  formulated  plans  and  enlisted  news  correspondents 
for  the  mid-1967  publication,  A  Summary  of  State  Legisla- 
tion Affecting  Higher  Education  in  the  West. 

•  held  a  regional  conference  of  officials  in  western  states 
responsible  for  collecting  data  on  higher  education  within 
states  to  discuss  the  interstate  exchange  of  data  and  in- 
formation. 

•  planned,  in  conjunction  with  the  American  Council  on 
Education,  an  institute  on  administration  for  recently  ap- 
pointed department  chairmen  to  be  held  in  May,  1967. 

•  submitted  a  proposal,  in  cooperation  with  the  Moun- 
tain-Plains Adult  Education  Association,  to  study  the  feasi- 
bility of  establishing  and  operating  a  regional  program  of 
research  communication  in  adult  education. 

•  published  a  study  of  interstate  student  migration  in 
the  West  under  the  title  Regional  Data  Highlights  of  Col- 
lege Student  Migration  in  the  West:    Fall  1963. 

•  served  as  a  fiscal  agent  for  a  planning  study  involving 
three  sub-regional  groups,  which  resulted  in  the  establish- 
ment of  two  regional  educational  laboratories  serving  the 
Rocky  Mountain  West:  one  located  in  Albuquerque,  New 
Mexico,  and  the  other  in  Denver,  Colorado,  with  a  branch 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah. 


Nursing  Education 

During  1966,  six  more  institutions  joined  the  Western 
Council  on  Higher  Education  for  Nursing  (WCHEN), 
bringing  the  total  number  of  participating  colleges  and 
universities  to  82.  Nurse  educators,  representing  these 
institutions,  are  working  together  to  improve  the  quality 
of  nursing  education  and  patient  care  in  the  West.  Meet- 
ings of  these  representatives  were  held  in  Denver,  Colo- 
rado, in  March  and  in  Los  Angeles,  California,  in  October. 

In  addition,  WCHEN: 
•  initiated  the  1966-68  series  of  six-week  short-term 
courses  in  leadership  training  at  eight  universities  for  ap- 
proximately 500  nurses  in  teaching,  administrative,  and 
supervisory  positions.  Of  these,  470  are  supported  by 
funds  granted  by  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service.  The 
costs  for  the  other  enrollees  are  met  either  by  the  individual 
nurse   or  by   the  employing   institution   or   agency.     Over

the  past  nine  years,  1,850  nurses  have  participated  in  this 
regional  leadership  training  program. 

•  completed  work  on  three  research  projects:  (1)  de- 
fining the  nursing  content  in  graduate  programs.  (2)  in- 
vestigating the  content  of  undergraduate  four-year  nursing 
programs,  and  (3)  investigating  the  effectiveness  of  a 
leadership  training  program  for  nurses  in  teaching,  admin- 
istrative, and  supervisory  positions. 

These  projects  have  been  supported  by  grants  from  the 
Division  of  Nursing  of  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service. 
Published  reports  will  be  available  soon. 

•  published  and  distributed  Today  and  Tomorrow  in 
Western  Nursing,  A  WCHEN  Report  on  the  Present  with 
Recommendations  for  the  Future.  This  report  reviews 
progress  toward  meeting  nursing  needs  in  the  region  since 
1959,  identifies  present  and  future  needs,  and  makes 
recommendations  for  action.  More  than  2,500  copies  of 
this  publication  have  been  distributed  throughout  the  region 
and  the  nation. 

•  published  and  distributed  a  revised  edition  of  Guide- 
lines for  Developing  Baccalaureate  Degree  Programs  in 
Nursing  in  the  West. 

•  reprinted  One  Road  Toward  Adequate  Nursing  Ser- 
vice which  reviews  the  associate  degree  nursing  program 
in  the  junior  college.  This  publication  has  been  widely 
distributed  and  favorably  received  throughout  the  nation. 

•  compiled  and  distributed  a  report,  Newly  Initiated 
and  Completed  Research  in  WCHEN  Member  Schools., 

•  provided  substantial  consultation  to  six  schools  of 
nursing  and  to  the  directors  of  Colorado  hospital  schools 
of  nursing  planning  for  an  orderly  transition  toward  col- 
legiate education. 

This  is  the  final  year  of  a  ten-year  period  during  which 
basic  financial  support  has  been  provided  by  a  grant  from 
the  W.  K.  Kellogg  Foundation.  The  council  has  explored 
the  need  for  regional  efforts  in  collegiate  nursing  educa- 
tion, future  activities  appropriate  for  the  council's  attention, 
and  possible  sources  of  financial  support. 

In  looking  toward  the  future,  the  council  has  reaffirmed 
its  belief  in  WCHEN  as  an  effective  vehicle  through  which 
to  achieve  continuing  improvement  in  nursing  education 
and  has  expressed  a  desire  to  remain  within  the  frame- 
work of  WICHE. 


The  following  proposals  have   been   developed   as   ac- 
tivities for  the  future: 

•  Improvement  of  Curricula  in  Schools  of  Nursing 
Through  Selection  and  Application  of  Core  Concepts  of 
Nursing.  This  five-year  project  proposes  to  improve  the 
curricula  of  the  collegiate  nursing  program  and  to  clarify 
the  purposes  of  each  type  of  program  through  the  exchange 
of  information  among  faculty  members  and  the  generation 
of  ideas  for  curricular  innovation.   Three  faculty  members

from  each  WCHEN  school  will  attend  a  one-week  con- 
ference each  year  for  four  years.  Conferences  will  be  held 
at  four  sites  annually. 

•  Development  of  a  Q-Sort  Instrument  for  Nursing  Re- 
search. This  two-year  project  is  designed  to  develop  a  test 
instrument  to  secure  differential  descriptions  of  nurses 
prepared  in  two-year  and  four-year  collegiate  programs  as 
perceived  by  various  individuals  and/or  groups.  Faculty 
members  of  all  WCHEN  schools  will  participate  in  the  de- 
velopment of  this  instrument  for  further  research  in  nursing 
and  for  the  improved  utilization  of  nurses  prepared  in  the 
two  types  of  programs. 

•  Regional  Nursing  Research  Conferences.  This  project 
will  provide  for  five  annual  conferences  of  three  days  each 
at  different  centers  in  the  region  to  provide  a  forum  for 
the  presentation,  critique,  and  sharing  of  the  findings  of 
nursing  research.  Each  university  offering  graduate  educa- 
tion in  nursing  will  send  two  faculty  members  as  parti- 
cipants. Nurse  researchers  throughout  the  West  will  be  in- 
vited to  submit  reports  of  their  work  for  formal  critique 
by  their  peers. 

•  A  Residency  Program  for  Potential  Administrators  of 
Nursing  Programs.  Although  residency  programs  are  a 
recognized  method  for  the  preparation  of  educational  ad- 
ministrators, nurse  educators  are  not  eligible  to  participate 
in  any  of  the  present  programs.  This  project  will  provide 
opportunity  for  potential  administrators  of  nursing  educa- 
tion programs  to  serve  residencies,  with  planned  learning 
experience,  as  one  phase  of  their  preparation  for  assump- 
tion of  these  critical  positions. 

•  A  Dialogue  Concerning  the  Transition  of  Nurses  from 
Educational  Programs  to  Service  Positions.  A  series  of 
conferences  for  nurse  educators,  nurse  practitioners,  hos- 
pital administrators,  and  administrators  of  nursing  service 
departments  is  proposed  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
continuing  working  relationship  among  these  groups,  to 
bring  about  adjustments  both  in  nursing  education  and  in 
nursing  service  that  will  result  in  better  patient  care.  It 
is  further  expected  that  problems  requiring  formalized 
research  will  be  identified.

Medical  Education 

WICHE  was  founded,  in  part,  because  western  young 
people  needed  more  opportunities  to  study  medicine.  Re- 
sponding to  this  need,  WICHE  has  operated  a  student  ex- 
change program,  published  medical  manpower  projections, 
held  regional  meetings  to  promote  medical  school  planning, 
and  conducted  state  and  regional  medical  school  feasibility 
studies.  During  1966,  WICHE  obtained  a  grant  of  $1.5 
million  for  a  two-year  medical  planning  program  in  Idaho, 
Montana,  Nevada,  and  Wyoming.  This  included  the  follow- 
ing steps.

The  steering  committee  of  the  WICHE  Advisory  Coun- 
cil on  Medical  Education  met  four  times  to  develop  a  plan- 
ning grant  application  to  the  Regional  Medical  Programs 
Division  of  the  National  Institutes  of  Health. 

In  June,  the  entire  council  reviewed,  evaluated,  and 
then  approved  the  final  application. 

The  steering  committee,  during  the  summer  and  early 
fall,  helped  to  negotiate  details  of  the  application  with  the 
staff  of  NIH,  who  were  favorably  impressed  by  the  fact 
that  the  application  had  been  developed  by  practicing 
physicians  and  the  program  would  be  carried  out  by 
practicing  physicians  in  each  of  the  four  states. 

The  new  program  was  launched  on  November  1.  The 
grant  provides  for  the  staffing  of  four  state  offices  and  one 
regional  office. 

The  basic  task  will  be  to  find  out  from  all  the  health 
practitioners  in  these  states  what  they  need  in  the  way  of 
new  equipment,  personnel,  cooperative  arrangements,  com- 
munications systems,  continuing  education,  etc.  to  help 
them  deal  more  effectively  with  heart  disease,  cancer,  stroke, 
and  related  diseases.  In  the  long  run,  it  is  expected  that 
this  program  will  help  provide  the  strengthened  clinical 
facilities  and  educational  programs  necessary  to  support 
medical  education  in  this  four-state  area. 


Mental  Health 

Under  WICHE's  sponsorship,  the  western  states  have 
worked  together  since  1954  to  study  and  attack  the  prob- 
lems of  mental  illness,  mental  retardation,  and  those  in  re- 
lated areas.  The  Western  Council  on  Mental  Health  Train- 
ing and  Research,  consisting  of  23  distinguished  experts, 
serves  as  an  advisory  group  to  the  Commission.  Through 
a  variety  of  programs,  WICHE  works  to  increase  the 
quantity  and  improve  the  quality  of  educational  programs 
that  prepare  people  for  careers  in  mental  health  and  re- 
lated areas  and,  through  additional  educational  experience, 
to  improve  the  competence  of  those  already  on  the  job. 

During  1966,  the  executive  committee  of  the  council 
met  several  times,  and  the  annual  meeting  of  the  council 
was  held  in  San  Francisco.  A  special  feature  was  a  joint 
session  with  the  WICHE  Commissioners  to  discuss  future 
plans,  goals,  and  priorities.  The  council  is  also  reviewing 
each  state's  comprehensive  mental  health  plan  to  design 
a  cooperative,  regional  role  for  WICHE,  which  will  en- 
hance the  individual  efforts  of  the  states. 

For  the  past  ten  years  the  basic  activities  of  the  council 
and  the  mental  health  staff  have  been  supported  in 
large  measure  by  grants  from  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health.  In  June,  1965,  the  Western  Governor's  Conference 
reviewed  the  program  and  unanimously  adopted  a  resolu- 
tion requesting  that  each  state  make  an  annual  contribution 
of  $7,500  to  provide  this  basic  support  so  that  this  co- 
operative regional  effort  can  be  continued.  Present  indi- 
cations suggest  that  most  states  will  provide  these  funds 
in  1967-68. 
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Summer  Work-Study  Program 

This  ten-week  program  is  designed  to  promote  the 
recruitment  of  college  students  into  mental  health  and  re- 
lated professions.  In  the  past  seven  years,  more  than  1,000 
college  students  have  spent  their  summers  in  this  chal- 
lenging program,  working  with  the  physically  and  mentally 
handicapped  and  with  juvenile  delinquents  and  adult  of- 
fenders.  In  1966,  WICHE: 

•  sponsored  13  programs  at  12  universities  with  nearly 
100  helping  services  agencies  collaborating.  More  than 
600  students  representing  every  western  state  were  enrolled. 

•  completed  an  evaluation  of  the  first  five  years  of  the 
program  and  published  a  monograph  entitled  An  Evalua- 
tion of  the  WICHE  Summer  Work-Study  Programs  in 
Mental  Health  (1960-65):  Final  Report,  which  will  be 
distributed  broadly  early  in  1967. 

•  continued  its  search  for  new  funds  to  support  an  annual 
conference  to  exchange  information  among  colleges  and 
universities  interested  in  this  program  and  to  stimulate  the 
development  of  new  programs. 


Psychiatric  Education  of  Physicians 

This  program  provides  study  opportunities  for  doctors 
practicing  primarily,  but  not  exclusively,  in  areas  remote 
from  teaching  centers  so  that  they  can  improve  their  ability 
to  understand  the  emotional  needs  of  their  patients.  It 
also  stimulates  the  development  of  other  training  programs 
and  assists  in  providing  evaluation  of  them.  Another  aim 
is  to  increase  the  number  of  psychiatrist-teachers  to  serve 
the  general  practitioners  of  the  West.  In  1966,  under  grants 
from  the  National  Institutes  of  Health,  WICHE: 

•  maintained  liaison  with  the  departments  of  psychiatry 
in  each  of  the  medical  schools  in  the  West  in  relation  to 
their  interest  in  postgraduate  education  of  physicians. 

•  developed  continuation  courses  in  psychiatry  with 
special  attention  to  the  needs  of  doctors  practicing  in  remote 
and  sparsely  settled  areas.  WICHE  sponsored  nine  of 
these  demonstration  courses.  Since  1960,  more  than  650 
western  physicians  have  participated  in  this  program. 

•  sponsored  three  training  institutes  for  psychiatrist- 
teachers  for  these  courses,  with  35  participants.  These  in- 
stitutes were  designed  to  increase  the  competence  of 
physicians  to  deal  with:  (a)  the  emotional  problems  of 
their  patients,  but  particularly  of  children  and  the  aged, 
I  b )  the  management  of  community  mental  health  programs, 
and  (c)  the  prevention  of  mental  illness. 

•  published  and  distributed  the  proceedings  of  the  sixth 
annual  training  session,  as  well  as  a  monograph  on  the 
evaluation  of  teacher-training  programs.

Continuation  Education  in  Mental  Health 

With  funds  from  the  National  Institute  of  Mental  Health, 
WICHE  brings  new  clinical  developments  to  the  attention 
of  those  in  charge  of  training  programs  and  new  theoretical 
formulations  and  research  findings  to  the  attention  of  prac- 
titioners.   In  1966,  WICHE: 

•  held  the  final  session  of  the  first  Institute  for  Admin- 
istrative Studies.  This  provided,  for  16  superintendents  of 
institutions  for  the  mentally  ill  and  retarded,  information 
about  current  administrative  theory  and  its  application  to 


•  held  an  Institute  for  Administrative  Studies  for  second 
echelon  personnel  from  those  institutions  that  had  been  re- 
presented at  the  first  institute.  This  program,  divided  into 
two  sessions  separated  by  an  interval  of  three  months, 
dealt  with  fundamental  concepts  of  administration,  admin- 
istrative roles  and  communication,  types  of  leadership,  and 
the  effects  upon  the  organization  of  various  types  of  ad- 
ministrative behavior. 

•  sponsored  a  regional  conference  in  Seattle,  Washing- 
ton, entitled,  Training:  A  Partnership  of  University,  In- 
stitution, and  Community.  This  provided  a  forum  for  per- 
sons from  relevant  disciplines,  from  various  geographical 
locations,  and  from  a  broad  range  of  agencies,  and  fostered 
face-to-face  communication  to  encourage  collaboration  on 
the  critical  problem  of  training  personnel  for  academic  and 
research  careers,  and  for  service  careers  in  institutions 
and  in  the  community. 

•  has  continued  to  maintain  an  active  liaison  with  the 
Staff  Development  Committees  in  each  state,  and  wherever 
possible  has  participated  in  their  meetings. 

•  has  prepared  an  application  for  a  five-year  renewal 
of  the  project.  If  awarded,  the  new  program  will  begin 
July  1,  1967.

Western  Conference  on  the  Uses  of 
Mental  Health  Data 

WICHE  is  assisting  mental  health  statisticians  in  the 
West  in  developing  a  regional  organization  which  will  pro- 
vide training  programs  and  professional  development  for 
the  users  of  mental  health  data. 

•  The  first  annual  meeting  was  held  in  Las  Vegas, 
Nevada,  in  June.  It  had  three  purposes:  (1)  to  discuss 
and  develop  the  objectives  of  the  Western  Conference  on 
the  Uses  of  Mental  Health  Data  and  the  organizational 
structure  needed  to  work  toward  these  objectives;  (2)  to 
promote  professional  communication  between  the  producer 
and  the  consumer  of  mental  health  related  data;  and  (3) 
to  plan  a  training  institute  on  program  evaluation.  Sixty- 
four  participants  attended. 
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•  One  member  was  selected  to  represent  each  state  on  the 
Western  Conference  Board,  which  then  met  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  July  to  plan  future  activities. 

•  In  September  a  committee  met  in  Salt  Lake  City  to 
plan  a  workshop  on  central  records  systems  in  state  in- 
stitutions for  the  mentally  retarded  to  be  held  in  March, 
1967. 

•  To  conserve  limited  funds,  the  13-state  area  was  divided 
into  three  sub-regions:  (1)  Washington,  Oregon,  Idaho, 
and  Alaska;  (2)  California,  Nevada,  Arizona,  and  Hawaii; 
and  (3)  Montana,  Utah,  Wyoming,  New  Mexico,  and 
Colorado.  Training  institutes  and  the  annual  meeting  will 
be  rotated  among  them. 

•  The  first  training  institute,  with  69  participants,  was 
held  in  Portland,  Oregon,  in  October  and  was  titled  Pro- 
gram Evaluation  in  Mental  Health  Services. 

•  Plans  have  been  made  for  the  following  events  in  1967: 
a  sub-regional  training  institute  in  Denver,  Colorado,  in 
April ;  the  second  annual  meeting  in  Sun  Valley,  Idaho,  in 
June;  and  another  sub-regional  training  institute  in  New 
Mexico  in  October. 

This  project  is  supported  by  a  grant  from  the  National 
Institute  of  Mental  Health. 


Mental  Retardation  Research 

During  the  past  three  years,  WICHE  has  sponsored  a 
regional  joint  data  collection  project  for  institutions  for 
the  mentally  retarded  to  encourage  the  development  of  re- 
search. In  1966,  under  contract  to  the  National  Institute 
of  Child  Health  and  Human  Development,  WICHE: 

•  collected  data  on  24,000  patients  in  19  institutions  for 
the  mentally  retarded  in  the  West. 

•  sponsored  three  research  stimulation  seminars  to  help 
the  institutions  for  the  mentally  retarded  get  their  research 
ideas  under  way  by  providing  consultation  and  help  from 
experts  in  research  design. 

•  held  a  meeting  for  superintendents  of  the  institutions 
for  the  mentally  retarded  to  discuss  the  administrative  and 
research  uses  of  the  collected  data.  The  proceedings  of  this 
meeting  will  be  published  early  in  1967. 

•  organized  a  symposium  to  be  held  at  the  national  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Association  of  Mental  Deficiency  in 
May  of  1967. 

•  in  conjunction  with  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service, 
sponsored  a  conference  on  mental  retardation  as  a  public 
health  responsibility.  This  meeting  was  presented  for 
Regions  VI,  VII,  VIII,  and  IX  public  health  officials  at 
the  state  and  community  level  in  order  to  explore  their 
roles  in  mental  retardation;  to  dramatize  the  advances 
that  have  been  made  in  hospital  and  state  institutions;  and 
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to  stimulate  similar  activities  at  the  community  level.    Pro- 
ceedings of  this  meeting  will  be  published  early  in  1967. 


Helping  Services 

Agencies  and  institutions  of  rehabilitation,  correction, 
welfare,  employment  service,  and  mental  health  are  in  dire 
need  of  qualified  staff  members.  WICHE  is  continuing  its 
attempts  to  resolve  these  manpower  shortages  by  stimulating 
the  development  of  increased  educational  opportunities  in 
the  helping  services.   In  1966,  WICHE: 

•  sponsored  a  sub-regional  institute  for  Utah,  Montana, 
and  Idaho  at  Park  City,  Utah,  to  coordinate  efforts  of 
education  and  the  field  for  manpower  development  and  man- 
power utilization  in  the  helping  services. 

•  with  Southern  Colorado  State  College,  co-sponsored  a 
sub-regional  institute  for  Colorado,  New  Mexico,  and 
Wyoming  to  develop  a  model  curriculum  that  will  offer 
guidelines  for  emerging  programs. 

•  made  plans  for  two  additional  sub-regional  institutes 
to  develop  a  model  curriculum  for  helping  services  pro- 
grams. These  institutes  will  bring  together  practitioners 
and  educators  to  share  in  the  responsibility  for  developing 
a  curriculum  which  will  meet  the  needs  of  the  field  and 
also  the  requirements  of  a  liberal  arts  education. 

•  began  the  preparation  of  a  publication  of  guidelines  for 
emerging  programs.  It  will  include  three  model  curricu- 
lums;  a  survey  of  courses  offered  in  260  junior  colleges, 
colleges,  and  universities  in  the  West;  and  an  annotated 
bibliography  of  literature  related  to  the  helping  services. 

During  1965,  WICHE  developed  a  concern  and  a 
recognized  need  for  developing  helping  services  in  the 
West.  During  1966,  WICHE  focused  on  guidelines  and 
methods  to  attack  the  manpower  shortage  by  bringing  to- 
gether educators  and  practitioners  to  define  needs  and  then 
to  develop  guidelines  for  emerging  programs  to  meet  these 
needs.  State-wide  committees  are  being  formed  to  continue 
the  development  of  new  programs. 

During  1967,  accent  will  be  given  to  the  promotion  of 
and  encouragement  in  understanding  the  best  utilization  of 
personnel,  based  on  the  level  of  their  professional  educa- 
tion. When  this  understanding  emerges,  the  appropriate 
roles  of  professional  manpower  in  the  helping  services  can 
be  clarified. 


Corrections 

There  is  a  serious  lack  of  professional  manpower  in  the 
sphere  of  adult  corrections;  the  situation  is  critical.  With- 
out properly  prepared  staff  for  probation  and  parole  agen- 
cies and  for  penal  institutions,  the  goal  of  rehabilitation  of 
the  offender  remains  an  unfulfilled  hope.  This  shortage 
stems,  in  part,  from  the  lack  of  appropriate  course  offerings 
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in  our  colleges  and  universities,  the  lack  of  experienced 
faculty  to  teach  courses  in  corrections,  and  a  rather  primi- 
tive relationship  between  higher  education  and  the  field  of 
practice.  WICHE's  objective  is  to  alleviate  this  situation 
and,  at  the  same  time,  to  help  present  correctional  workers 
upgrade  their  knowledge  and  understanding. 

•  Continuing  education  seminars  will  permit  personnel 
of  correctional  agencies  and  institutions  to  return  to  a  col- 
lege campus  for  study  to  help  them  keep  abreast  of  current 
knowledge  and  skills.  Stimulation  of  faculty  interest  in 
corrections,  exposure  of  faculty  to  correctional  staff  mem- 
bers, and  the  recruitment  of  students  are  additional  goals. 
Nine  of  these  continuing  education  seminars  are  present- 
ly in  the  planning  stage. 

•  Traveling  teams  of  faculty  experts  will  be  brought  to 
correctional  agencies  and  institutions.  They  will  conduct 
seminars,  provide  consultations,  and  stimulate  continuing 
education.  Further,  they  will  develop  relationships  be- 
tween the  field  and  education  where  none  exist  and  enhance 
those  that  do. 

•  Through  summer  assignments,  faculty  members  will 
become  involved  in  the  on-going  operation  of  correctional 
agencies  and  institutions.  Each  one  will  focus  on  staff  de- 
velopment, program  planning,  research,  or  any  other  task 
his  expertise  permits.  He  will  also  seek  to  develop  a  rela- 
tionship with  colleges  and  universities  in  the  area  in  order 
to  share  resources.  Other  objectives  include  the  commit- 
ment of  faculty  to  the  field,  enhancement  of  faculty  under- 
standing of  corrections,  and  the  recruitment  of  students. 
Nine  of  these  summer  faculty  placements  are  presently 
scheduled. 

Thus,  the  thrust  of  this  project  is  to  develop  sound  re- 
ciprocal relationships  between  higher  education  and  the 
field  in  order  to  alleviate  the  shortage  of  professionally 
prepared  manpower.  This  program  is  supported  by  a  grant 
from  the  Office  of  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  of  the 
Department  of  Justice. 


Education  and  Rehabilitation  of 
the  Handicapped 

With  matching  grants  from  the  United  Cerebral  Palsy 
Foundation  and  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Administra- 
tion, WICHE  is  engaged  in  a  program  designed  to  stimu- 
late, coordinate,  and  improve  collegiate  efforts  which  pre- 
pare personnel  who  counsel  and  assist  in  rehabilitation 
efforts,  and  who  teach  the  blind,  deaf,  and  others  with 
physical  and  mental  handicaps.    In  1966,  WICHE: 

•  has  co-sponsored,  with  the  Montana  State  Department 
of  Education,  a  national  research  conference  entitled, 
Special  Education  Services  in  the  Sparsely  Populated  Areas. 
The  report  of  this  conference  has  been  published  and 
broadly  distributed. 
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•  has  conducted  a  manpower  survey  of  western  colleges 
and  universities,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  measure  the 
need  and  potentials-  for  training  of  rehabilitation  counsel- 
lors and  special  education  teachers  in  the  West.  The  data 
are  now  being  prepared  for  publication  and  wide  distri- 
bution. 

•  has  developed  preliminary  plans  for  several  conferences 
of  the  most  knowledgeable  persons  in  rehabilitation  and 
special  education  to  discuss  the  recommendations  from  the 
research  conference  and  manpower  survey. 

•  has  sought  and  obtained  the  services  of  a  highly  quali- 
fied, full-time  director  who  will  join  the  staff  on  February 
1,  1967. 


OREGON 


In  the  past  11  years,  WICHE  has  received  more  than 
$6,000,000  from  public  and  private  granting  agencies  for 
the  support  of  a  wide  variety  of  regional  programs  which 
have  contributed  to  the  development  of  the  13  western 
states.  Most  of  these  agencies  have  made  two  or  more 
grants  to  WICHE,  thus  underscoring  a  growing  national 
interest  in  regional  cooperation.  In  the  last  analysis,  the 
people  of  the  West  are  the  ones  who  benefit  from  the  in- 
vestment of  this  risk  capital  and  on  their  behalf  WICHE 
expresses  appreciation  to  the  organizations  and  agencies 
listed  below.
